RESULTS OF MINERAL SURVEY 
OF SOUTHERN NIGERIA 


Two reports on the result of the min- 
eral survey of southern Nigeria by 
Prof. W yndham R. Dunstan have been 
issued by the colonial office. The first 
of these, says the Morning Post, dealing 
with the vear 1905-6, gives an account 
of these investigations, the first being 
an examination of the bituminous de- 
posits in Lagos, the second of lead and 
zine deposits near Enybi, and the third 
of lignite deposits near Noroko, Lagos. 
This report also describes samoles of 
zine blende and galena from Awarakum, 
and limestone from the Oshogbo-Llorin 
railway. The second report, for the 
vear 1906-7, describes the collection of 
lignites and clays of southern Nigeria. 
Many of the clays examined proved to 
be of exeellent quality for the manu- 
facture of tiles and pottery, and might 
for the basis an important 
native industry, in which it would prob- 
algy be easy to provide the necessary 
technical instruction and comparatively 
simple appliances required. Consider- 
able attention has been paid to the in- 
vestigation of the heavier minerals sep- 
arated from the beds of rivers and 
streams. The concentrates thus obtained 
have been exhaustively examined at the 
Imperial Institute, and although gold, 
tinstone and monazite have been proved 
in no case has the amount 
make it worth while 
to sugyest that these beds should be 
worked on a large scale, although in 
some cases the separation of the gold 
may possibly be profitable to the natives 
who undertake it.

QUESTION TO HAGUE

ST. PETERSBURG—The ease of the 
attachment laid by a German court upon 
funds of the Russian government depos- 
ited in a bank in the German capital, 
which has been the subject of much con- 
troversy in @he press of both countries, 
has now been ‘happily put beyond the 
range of contention by the Russian gov- 
ernment agreeing to submit the whole 
question to the Hague tribtinal for set- 
tlement. 

Captain von Hellfeld obtained judg- 
ment at the Kiao-Chan court (China) 
on a claim of 3,000,000 marks for an 
order for war supplies which never went 
beyond a preliminary agreement, and 
which was not ratified by the Russian 
government. Judgment was given de- 
spite the protest of the Russian consul. 
As the decisions of the Kiao-Chan court 
were final, Captain von Hellfeld obtained 
a warrant in Berlin for the seizure of the 
above sum and interest, altogether 4,000,- 
000 marks. 

The Novoe Vremya points out that 
Captain von Hellfeld’s proper course was 
to seek redress in the Russian courts. 
The German tribunals and still less the 
colonial court of summary jurisdiction 
were incompetent to dispose of Russian 
state property.

Members of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce are today discussing with in- 
terest the project of the Buffalo, Roch- 
ester & Eastern Railroad Company for a 
right of way from Buffalo almost due 
east across the state of New York 
through Rochester, Oneida and Utica to 
Troy, which was laid before the direct- 
ors’ meeting late Wednesday. 

President R. G. Gillette and Henry W. 
Ely of Westfield, Mass., of the new road, 
claim that a new competitive line would 
greatly increase the interchange of traffic 
between the New England states and the 
West by way of Buffalo and would prove 
a valuable adjunct to the transportation 
facilities of Boston. 

The directors appointed a committee 
consisting of George S. Smith, Elmer J. 
Bliss, George T. Coppins, George F. Mead 
and Joseph B. Russell to ‘confer with 
President Gillette and Mr. Ely. They 
have proposed a meeting in Boston in 
order to get at first hand the informa- 
tion which will enable the chamber to

These treaties are 
plain and easy of understanding. 

“The imperial government must abso- 
lutely refuse to abandon its Manchurian 
railway projects.

And it may be foreseen that 
the United States, with its decided predi- 
lection to the west, will, in 30 or 40 
years, have occupied aad peopled. the 
large tract of land beyond the /Rocky 
mountains. It may furthermore be fore- 
seen that along the whole coast of the 
Pacific ocean, where nature has already 
formed the most capacious and secure 
harbors, important commercial towns will 
gradually arise, for the furtherance of a 
great intercourse between China and the 
East Indies and the United States. In 
such a case, it would not only be de- 
sirable, but almost necessary, that a 
more rapid communication should be 
maintained between the eastern and 
western shores of North America, both 
by merchant ships and men-of-war, than 
has hitherto been possible with the 
tedious, disagreeable and expensive 
voyage around Cape Horn... .

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A Pigeon Fancier 


A woman who has been very success- 
ful in raising pigeons for market writes 
interestingly of the subject. She says 
reeat the original investment is smal] 
where there is a barn or shed that may 
be used, and even when the pigeon coop 
must be built the cost of keeping the 
birds is so very slight that the large 
investment is worth while. She bought 
a book on the subject and went into the 
thing thoroughly. She found that the 
“homer” pigeon is the best one. It never 
forgets the place where it was bred and 
will search out its home in long flights. 
Homer pigeons, therefore, will alight only 
at their own squab house and drink only 
at their own home. These pigeons are 
scarcer than the common sort and are 
held to be much better, therefore they 
bring a better price. She notes that 
pigeons never shrink from water. When 
a summer shower comes up they are de- 
lighted, spread out their wings, shaking 
off the water when thoroughly wet and 
walk about, cooing with a‘pleased sound. 

This worker estjmates that the squabs 
bring about 80 per cent profit on the 
monthly cost of feeding the pigeons. This 
would soon cover tha cost of the original 
investment and bring a good income. She 
says the work is,easy and not too taxing 
for a housekeeper to add to other cares. 
It is worth while, however, to give the 
birds good care and attention.

Andrew Johnson's Education 


In Harpers for January are published 
some personal recollections of Andrew 
Johnson, which give a new and most in- 
teresting account of this uniquely re- 
markable man who rose in a few years 
from a tailor’s bench to the presidency.

He made no secret of his unlettered 
youth and once brought my mother a 
magazine containing a sketch of his life, 
in which it was stated that his wife, 
Flora McCardle, had taught him to read 
after they were married, when he was 21 
years of age. He said the statement was 
inaccurate but substantially true; that 
when they were married his wife brought 
her schoolbooks to their new home and 
his study of them aided his education ma- 
terially. After he rose to prominence 
his admirers used to point out that he 
made few mistakes ir grammar, and that 
his English was pure, but he never 
learned to divide his words correctly in 
writing and sometimes made ludicrous 
mistakes in quotations.

EDITORIAL

ALTHOUGH many other questions are press- 
ing themselves forward with no small claim 
to precedence, the matter of providing 
adequate protection for the Panama canal is 
heing attended to with admirable foresight. 
This great work will not be completed before 
1915; nevertheless there is daily more and 
more urgency that it be guarded against 
every possible form of attack. The prompt- 
ness with which Congress is disposed to act 
upon the naval and fortifications bills, and the readiness with which, 
the administration responds to recommendations with reference to 
the government and military defense of the Canal Zone, serve to 
show how clearly the necessity for protective work on the canal is 
recognized. 

Gen. Leonard Wood becomes chief of staff in ‘April, and it is 
not thought that he will have before him any question of greater 
importance than that of determining, with the assistance of the board 
of officers appointed for the purpose, how the twenty-one miles of 
frontier on each side of the zone shall be most efficiently fortified. 
Our government is proceeding on the theory that it may be called 
upon to defend the Panama canal against enemies on American soil 
as well as enemies in other parts of the world, and that these enemies 
may combine in the attack. In all likelihood no such contingencies 
as those against which we are making provision will arise, but they 
will be less likely to arise if it is known that we are prepared for 
them. Our canal defenses are not intended to invite war, but to 
compel peace. 


Defenses 
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Not ONLY the American public but Germany, as well, is showing 
a disposition to get on without meat, or at least that which is imported 
from the United States. Unless some understanding is reached be- 
tween the two governments whereby the “‘open gate” through the 
tariff wall can be maintained American cattle will be compelled to 
remain on this side of the line. 


No MATTER how thinking people may deem 
it mecessary to disagree with President 
Woodrow Wilson of Princeton University in Complexity 
some of his views relating to our present 

political system, many, we believe, will be in in 
hearty accord with him on the proposition 
that what we want to get away from, and to 
keep away from, is complexity in govern- 
ment. Every step taken in the direction of 
complexity is a step toward inefficiency. ~~~ — 

There is nothing more pleasing to the professional politician of the 
low grade than legislation that confuses and mystifies. Complex 
issues in campaigns serve beautifully to conceal the questions in 
which the voter has the deepest concern. Complexities in local 
government enable the incompetent and the dishonest to cover their 
faults and their misdoings. 

The thing that recommends the: commission form of government 
today is its simplicity. The commission plan amounts to the appoint- 
ment by the taxpayers of a committee selected from among themselves 
to look after their own affairs. There are no complexities about it, 
no mysteries, The commissioners do not need to be men of extraor- 
dinary ability or wisdom. Much less is it necessary that they be 
endowed with genius. All that is required is that they shall come 
up to the American average of integrity and capability. 

President Wilson says that we must decrease the number and 
complexity of things the voter is called upon to do. “Concentrate his 
attention upon a few men he can make responsible, a few objects 
upon which he can easily center his purpose,” he advises, “and make 
parties his instruments and not his master by utter simplification of 
the things he is expected to look to.” That is the idea. Those who 
are engaged in political reform work could do no better than to 
develop it.

| | ministry is derisively called the June bug 
cabinet by the Hungarian press, in allusion 
to the black and yellow stripes that distin- 
guish the bug and are also the colors of the 
house of Hapsburg. The sobriquet expresses 
the fact that the new cabinet corresponds to 
no party of the Hungarian Parliament and 
no section of Magyar public opinion; it is 
forced on Hungary by the Emperor-King as 
the last way out of the protracted ministerial crisis that arose over 
the national demands made on the crown and that the crown rejected. 
Such a cabinet seems an anomaly in a modern state, even though in 
compelling its formation Francis Joseph is entirely within his constitu- 
tional rights; and it 1s difficult to see how the projid Magyar nation 
will bear such violence to its aspirations. Advices from Budapest 
sav that the formation of the Khuen-Hedervary cabinet has been 
received with unexpected calm,:but that it looks like the calm that 
precedes the storm. 

Since the time when such a “homo regius” ministry was last in 
power—it was under the same Count NKhuen-Hedervary, the man 
with the iron hand, who, however, failed entirely in his task— 
llungary has progressed on the road to freedom. The nation has put 
forward demands on the crown—1in other words, on Austria—which 
financial and military independence by means of 
an autonomous Hungarian state bank and the introduction of the 
Magyar tongue as language of command into the Hungarian army. 
jut the Emperor-King absolutely refused to treat on any basis other 
than the imtroduction of universal suffrage into the kingdom of 
Hiungary. However, prevalent opimon is_ that Hapsburg and 
his Austrian advisers want universal suffrage not for democracy’s 
sake but in order to create a powerful anti-Magyar party in the 
Hungarian Parliament. Thus they might take advantage of the 
fact that the Magyars, though the ruling race in the kingdom, are 
slightly in the ruinority, the combined Roumanians, Servians, Slovaks 
and Germans torming a little over half the population. By the 
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present electoral system Magyar supremacy is absolute, and the 
Hungarian Parliament is thereby able to withstand all reactionary 
efforts of the House of Hapsburg. With the disappearance of that 
supremacy, reaction would triumph unless universal suffrage produced 
a new democracy to take the place of the old. 

Whether this is possible in heterogeneous Hungary any more 
than it was in heterogeneous Austria is the great question of the hour. 
And ‘it is a question that interests democracy the world over.

whose child is under their care—and the children themselves—are 


censors of all that the teachers do or do not do. No two children 
are alike in their tastes, and it is impossible to arrange any general 
program of study that will impress them in just the same way. 
However, the differences in childish temperaments might be. fairly 
well harmonized if the temperamental divergencies of the parents 
could be kept out of the problem. 

Kven the parents might be pacified and brought together but 
that the public press 1s moved to discuss, as is its legitimate province 
to do, the pros and cons of every phase of the teachers’ work. If a 
course of study is arranged that gives the pupils plenty to do and 
keeps them out of mischief, some journal sets forth the disturbing 
facts that the children are being overworked. On the other hand, 
there arises a presumably good triend of the children who makes it 
seem quite clear that arithmetic, which is so “hard” for many young 
persons, 1s not nearly so necessary as many teachers maintain. He 
asserts that cube root, exchange, denominate numbers, partial pay- 
ments, duodecimals and many other things are absolutely useless 
unless one keeps in practise and unless he 1s going higher; and that 
if one goes higher he can learn it in a fourth of the time when he 
has use for it. ‘The friend concludes that teaching cube root in the 
eighth grade is like teaching navigation to a boy in New Mexico 
because it will be useful to him 1f he 1s ever captain of a ship on the 
high seas. After such a plea what happens? Doubtless the 
children’s friend is severely censured for advising a namby-pamby 
course of study designed to make effortless mollycoddles of the 
pupils. 

Surely there are “many men of many minds.” How'shall we 
know which course to follow? The National Educational Associa- 
tion is to hold its convention in Boston next sunimer. Perhaps it 
will answer the question.

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Tue enlistment of Governor Draper of 
Massachusetts and the chief executives of 
eight other states in the crusade against 
unnecessary noise in the celebration of Inde- 
pendence day ts indication of the earnestness 
of the movement for a quieter and more 
appropriate observance of the Fourth of 
July. The Civic Club of Philadelphia is 
forming a national committee of the gover, 
nors of the various states to discuss the 
question of abolishing the use of fireworks except for public display. 
Under the prevailing custom, the day 1s worse than wasted. Many 
flee the city in order to get away from the noise. From being!a day 
of damage it might be turned into a day of delight. 

The date of our national holiday 1s months ahead, yet it is none 
too early to begin our plans if there is to be a radical change in 
methods. What we should do now is to prepare a new program to 
take the place of the old. At the same time that we decry the objec- 
tionable features of the past, we must be able to present something 
better if a reform is to be effected. The day offers opportunity for 
uniting all the peoples who flock to our flag in pursuit of a common 
high ideal. Let it be a joyous festival, not a wasteful carnival.

' Saner Fourth 
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Dr. Exsot’s plan for the prevention of 
strikes and lockouts, embodied in a bill just 
presented in the Massachusetts Legislature, 
has called forth some criticism. One objec- 
tion to it is expressed in the doubt whether 
the courts would sustain the power of the 
Legislature to inflict a fine on men who chose 
to declare a strike or lockout in a purely 
prrvate business without waiting for an 
official investigation. The bill provides that 
the employer who declares a lockout before having the dispute mvesti- 
gated is to be fined not more than $10 a day for each employee locked 
out and not less than $100 for each day of the lockout. The 
employee who goes on strike without first resorting to the board of 
investigation may be fined $50 a day. : 

Objectors to the measure as framed say the state can offer to 
disputants every possible opportunity to secure an impartial inqury 
into matters about which they differ, but they question its power to 
compel the acceptance of the offer in matters of private concern 

In most respects the proposed law is based on a statute which 
has worked well in Canada. There is no doubt of the benefit of an 
assured interval of delay in labor disputes before extreme action 1s 
taken on either side. Asa result of preliminary official investigation 
in the Dominion, in a majority of cases agreements have been effected 
and possible strikes averted. The Massachusetts bill can be so 
changed, doubtless, as to do away with all objection and yet provide 
a means of settling differences that will be of advantage to both 
employer and employed, and also to the public. |

Cuba took no less than 35 per cent of our years exports 

of boots and shoes. It is interesting to note that almost twice the 

number of pairs went to Porto Rico last year as were included in 
all our exports in 1879. 


Since 1893 the increase in exportations of boots and shoes from. 


the United States has been over 1000 per cent, the gain ot the United 
Kingdom being but 35 per cent. Other leading exporters are 
Germany, France and Spain, but they are no rivals for this nation, 
which now outruns all competitors in this industry. [If manutac- 
turers in all lines employed the energy displayed by the shoe men, 
this country would hold a commanding position in the commercial 
world.

necessity of applying corrective legislation and Trusts | 
in cases where commercial privileges are | 
abused, it contained no words or intimations 
calculated to alarm those engaged 1n legitt- 
mate enterprise. Representations in irresponsible quarters, and with 
strange persistence within the last few days, have been made for the 
purpose, apparently, of creating a contrary impression. And the 
alarmist position was strengthened by the announcement that the 
yovernment was about to proceed vigorously against the beef trust. 
But there is to be no new departure on the part of the administration, 
we are authoritatively informed, and reports of “an indiscriminate 
prosecution of important industries have no foundation.” 

These fresh assurances should be satisfying to the financial 
interests. That they are necessary, however, ts a tact which should 
give ‘the country pause. The times are prosperous; seldom have 
they been more so, but the conditions that are at once the cause and 
effect of good times should be approached with great care even by 
those entirely competent to deal with the evils arising out of them. 
The nation needs a period of serenity.

The camera will portray what has been done in the 
more progressive municipalities, at once a splendid pbject lesson and 
requiring only a word or two to start a movement to Carry out the 
same ideas elsewhere. The American people are eager tor knowl- 
edge: they welcome anything that gives them information about 
the rest of the world. The series Of illustrated free talks by Charles 
]. Glidden, the well-known motorist and aeronaut, given in the past 
few months, on his globe-circling tour in an automobile, are a sin- 
gle example of what is being done and could profitably be in- 
creased. The extreme points north and south he covered in going 
around the world were several thousand miles apart, and the pro- 
fusion of camera prints he secured forms for his audience almost 
a complete pictorial history of the advance of civilization.
